A few years ago this street railway of ours was be- 
ing knocked right and left. Your Georgian was leading 
the crusade against us. Mr. Lawrenson will tell you 
that when he first came to Atlanta every mail brought 
in a raft of letters complaining about the street car 
service. 

But that’s ended. Things are different in Atlanta 
today. Perhaps your crusade, unpleasant as it was for 
us at the time, had something to do with bringing about 
the change. The facts are that the change has taken 
plac, the Company has followed a different policy in 
recent years, and you, with your interest in these mod- 
ern trends, will see the significance of the change and 
the results it has brought. 


This new policy, as expressed by 
our President Arkwright, is: 


“A street railroad must have the 
good will of the public, but to get 
this good will, it must deserve it.

It is “First of all—GOOD 
SERVICE,” which has brought about the tremendous 
change in Atlanta's street railway in recent: years and 
the even more remarkable change in the attitude of our 
patrons toward the service and toward the Company. 


The first thing we did was to stop complaining to 
the public. Then we set out to give Atlanta the best 
street car service in the nation. 


We bought 203 new street cars, more new street 
cars than any other city Atlanta’s size has got during 
this period. We brought our trackwork to a higher 
state of repair than it had ever been, installed auto- 
matic electric switches and made numerous other track 
improvements. We cut out the interruptions in the 
service which were causing a great many of the com- 
plaints. Last year our cars traveled more than 26,000 
miles per car—farther than the distance around the 
earth — before they had to be sent to the shops for re- 
pairs. Last year we went 348 days without an interrup- 
tion to the service caused by failure of the power supply, 
and the total of all such interruptions was only one 
hour and thirty-two minutes during the entire year. 


We have even reduced accidents, though this seemed 
impossible for a long time. You know how it is all over 
the country with the tremendous amount of traffic on 
the streets. Every year the number of our accidents 
increased, in spite of everything we did to prevent them. 
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But we turned the corner in January, and we have im- 
proved our record every month since. In the past six 
months, we have nearly doubled the number of miles 
per “possibly preventable” accident. 


The morale of our men is higher than ever before. 
Our trainmen aren’t skilled laborers any more; they are 
salesmen. If you were going to be in Atlanta a few 
days longer, you might be interested to note their attt- 
tude toward their passengers by contrast with what 
you are possibly familiar with in other cities.

The people of Atlanta, Mr. Hearst, are essentially 
fair-minded and generous. If you approach them the 
right way, they will do anything in the world for you. 
If you don't, you can’t move them with a crowbar. The 
trouble was, a few years back, that we were going at 
them the wrong way. Now we are more than meeting 
them half way. We are giving them a better service 
than they are paying for, and they like it. It has been, 
and is, good business for us to do it. And we believe 
that, in course of time, our patrons will see that it’s 
good business for them to permit us to get something 
back on what we have invested. However, we arent 
worrying much about that. Our experience so far is 
that this policy of ours wins friends for the service. 


We are glad to have you in Atlanta, and we hope 
you will visit us more frequently in the future. It’s a 
good city here, Mr. Hearst, and the more you see of it 
the better you will like it.

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~ What Was Justice in This Caser 


HEN we call a man lucky we 
frequently do not know what 
we are talking about. Luck 
is‘so often a relative term. 
A man walking up a street 
may have his nose shot oft 

by a strav bullet and people will say 
he was lucky he wasn’t killed. Which 
would be true enough, but might we 

call him a lucky man? 

Eugene M. Elliott, the Florida ‘‘em- 
pire builder,’”’ has been called lucky 
because he wasn’t tried and convicted 
in connection with the death of his 
wite. But that’s only one side of the 
story. From Elliott's viewpoint, it ts 
possible that he regards himself now 
as a man cursed by misfortune. 

Once he was sitting on top of the 
world, and now he lies crushed be- 
neath it. His life has been wrecked 
by a mystery that might not be a mys- 
tery if there were more witnesses to 
tell the story of Mrs. Elliott’s death: 


luck did not always break against 
Eugene Elliott. There was a_ time 
when he was. looked upon as for- 
tune’s favorite child. Perhaps that’s 
what makes it harder now, when he 
lives in the unwholesome shadow ot 
his wife’s inopportune death. Justice 
has tried to solve the mvysterv of how 
the woman died. 

But it appears as thought it never 
can be solved. 

When Elliott came to St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., in-?922, he had already 
had a varied career in business and 
as for his marriage, that had happen- 
ed many years before. A native of 
Topeka, Kans., he had gained fame 
in college as a football player and 
amateur boxer. After his graduation 
he had dabbled in politics and promo- 
tion work with much success. 

For this latter work he had a 
distinct flair. He possessed a 
pleasing personality and inex- 
haustible energy. His readiness 
to risk his own money in the in- 
vestments he sponsored won: the 
confidence of his clients. It was 
not many years before he 
Was reputed to be a wealthy 
man. 

Not Clear Sailing. 

AS ms friends said.

The debate 
that follows on the authority of the 
Bible and the authority of the church 
is led by the Catholic and the funda- 
mentalist. Next the group. registers 
its respective views on the Bible and 
on Jesus particularly on the virgin 
birth and the deity. 


At the next-session, a question as 
to the central point in Jesus’ teaching 
leads them to turn over what ts 
meant by the Kingdom of God and 
to discuss the significance of Jesus 
today. Conversation then shifts to 
a consideration of the social vospel 
and the task of the church. Then the 
floor is given to the religious. sci- 
entist to present his views on science, 
which are criticized by both the fun- 
damenta‘ist and the agnostic sci- 


-entist. The last point discussed 1s 


the future of the church. 

A remarkable feature of the dis- 
cussion is that the representatives of 
the different viewpoints all retained 
their g¢od humor, even including the 
fundamentalist.

William Allen White maintains 
that ‘“‘the good old middle-aged liar 
who talks about the good old days ot 


the sixties, seventies, and eighties 


Should take a reef in’ his” imagina- 
tion.” He holds that the test of a 
civilization is its treatment of youth. 
What did the good old days of the 
sixties, Seventies and etghties do for 
the hoys and girls of that time? And 
what are the new days doing now? 


Mr. White describes first the life of 
a bov as he knew it in a little Kan- 
sas town of the early seventies, and 
then the life of an average boy in the 
town of fifteen thousand people 
where he has lived for the past 30 
vears—Emporia, Kansas—‘‘an © or- 
dinary American country town.” 

The contrast is impressive, and few 
of us will dispute Mr. White’s con- 
Clusion that “‘when one compares the 
home, the school, and the church of 
the boy of fifty years ago with the 
agencies that are molding him today, 
one sees the illimitable distance that

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HERE are places to which peo- 
ple travel from ‘far and near 
to see one particular spot—-one 
particular church or ruin which 
has attracted the attention of 
the world.

It was founded ina most hap- 
hazard tashion by Roman citizens who 
had been driven out of house and home 
by the barbarians of the fourth and 
fifth and sixth centuries and who had

found a place of refuge among the 
swamps of the Adriatic coastal regions. 

On these sandbanks, until then the ex- 
clusive hunting grounds of the seagulls they | 
had built themselves a few miserable dwell- 
ing places. Gradually their number had in- 
creased to the point where they could begin 
to dream of a permanent establishment.
